in this eity. Pittsburg is the very center of
the Bootch-Irish popuistion in America.
At one time seven-eighths of the business
men of the city were Bootoh-Irish, and even
now, it is said, three-fourths of the entire
populstion sre of that blood. What this
stalwart, bard-visaged, but strong-minded
element has done to advance civilization in
Pittaburg snd Western Pennsylvaoin is
bhard to estimate. They felled the forests,
cleared the lands and filled them with broad
farms, large towns, great factories aud many
railronds.
Western Pennsyivanin was partly settled
by the Sootch-Irish along sbout 1725,
Daniel Agnew, the grandfather of Hon,

Alexander King, a Millionatre Manufacturer,

Daniel Agoew, now of Beaver, emigrated
from the North of Irelsnd in 1764, snd settled
in New Jersey. Judge Agnew’s father was
brought west with the great wave of popula-
tion which crossed the Allegheny river in
179, alter the ratifieation of the tresty of
Geovernl Wayne with the Indians.

Hon, Daniel Agnew came bere in 1805,
with his father, James Agnew, A. M., M.
D., who was then on his way to Mississipm
to practice his protession. He graduated
bhere and was admatted to the bar in 1829,
Bpeaking of these early times, Judee Ag-
pew in = recent letter, says: “In 1820
Fitsvurg's population was under 8,000, and
the foreign element was wholly Irish. In
the enrly settlement of the northwestern
counties the whisky siill was often found
st springs of good water. Whisky was
then the only article o! cash sale. la the
main, farm products were the subjects of
barter only.™

FLATED IMPORTANT PARTS.

The Clarke family played importact parts
in the pmg;lm of Piusburg. Thomss G,
Clarke, isther of Charles J. Clarke, was
born in Casnonsburg io 1801. He gradu-
atea from the Jefferson College nnd became
one of the foremost men of this city. He
and the Inte Willinm Thaw owped no less
thun 100 bonrts ou the river beside operating
8 greal eystem of wagen trunsportation over
the moustaine, years before the railroads
came inw use. They owned the largest
line of packets between this city and Cin-
einnati thut was ever ran on the Ohlo river.
William B. Clarke, a brother, was born in
1508 and is still living. He also graduated
st the Jeflerson College and settied in
Beaver, at a time when it was a guestion as
to whether Pirttsburg or Beaver was to be
the larger town, He is now oue of the old-
est nud best known attorneys ol the city and
is the of father Mrs. Johin Arthurs, of Ouk.
land.

Heuben Miller, of Miller, Metcalf &
Parkin, is another Seoteh-Irish descepdant.

The ancestors of Colomel Willinm A.
Herron were among the oldest and most
prominent Seoteh-Irish emigrants. They
came o America in 1785 and located at Car-
lisle. Both his grandiathers, James Herron
snd William Auderson, were Majors in the
Revolutionary War. Colonel Herron, who
has been styled the “American Gladstone,”
is one of the proudest of his race, among
Pittsburg Scoten-Irish. In speaking of his
people to a DISPATCH reporter, be said:

SHOULD INSPIRE SOME PRIDE.

*I tell you this nation onght to be prond
ot the Seoteh-Irish. If it had not been for
them the Hevolutionary War would] have
been lost. It is they who have maincained
civil freedom in America. Tt was the
Beoteh-Irish people that made the Declars-
tiou of Todependence. Withont them it
could never have been thought of except as
& passing fancy.”

Alexander King, of the Kast Fod, came
to Pittsburg in 1836. His brother, R. H.
King,of the Cash Insurance Company, came
four vears before him, but Mr. Alexander
Kiog is probably the best posted on inter-
esting reminiscences conbected with the
progress of the city, and has done more for
the advancemwent of the manafscture of
plnss thun any other citizen of Western
Peunsylvanin,. When he came here there
were  uo houses above Bmithhield
streel.  Mr, King made a profitable inves
ment at the tine the city was compelled, by
sn nct of the Legisluture, to redeem its serip
issoed in 1844, The municipality was
obliged to scll some 0! its properiv in order
to redeem the serip, and My, King pur-
chased several lotson Fifth svenue, between
Smithfield and Grant streets, one or two of
which be still owns, and the others bhe sold
a few years ago. Mr. King was the first to
introduce soda ash for the manafseture of
glass in Awmerien. Glass was for a long
mn: mde’;l:vm “al:-omhmgs.” which were
used nsan alkali; but the supply was v
limited and bard to get. l?(? ’Kin b :ﬁ
wis then in the glass business, uﬁ two
cousins in Liverpool, Eugland, who sent
him 100 casks of sodnash.

The heir apparent to the throne of Great
Britain, Albert Edward, Prince of Wales,
is in his 50th vesr, and if he were to become
King to-day, he would be the oldest Indi-
gdul who ever sneceeded to the English

THE GAIT OF A PREACHER ABKOAD.

Some Interesting Relics Brought Home
for His Congregation.
WARM WELCOME FOR THREE TOURISTS

Alfter more than three months' pilgrimage
in the Holy Land, Rev. W. H. Pearce, D.
D., pastor of the Butler Strest M. E,
Church; Rev. T. J. Leak, D, D., of the
North Avenue M. E. Church, Allegheny,
and Rev. J. A. Ballaniyne, of the Hasle-
wood M. E, Church, arrived home Baterday.
They were members of & large party of min-
isters from all over the Unitpd Btates who
left New York in February last.

All three of the Pittsburg tourists look
sunburned snd healthy. They traveled
over 14,000 miles, riding conaiderable of the
distance in the remoter Jands on camels,
donkeys and horseback. Although they
lived a good many weeks in tents, and were
frequently sonked through and throngh io
Syrian storms, none of the gentlemen took
even a serious eold,

EELICS FROM BACRED PLACES,

Rev. Dr. Pearce brought home 63 eanes
from all the sacred places, reaching from
Jaffs all through the Holy Land, He either
cut or bad them cut from trees around cele-
brated spots on the Mount of Olives, the
range of Calvary, in Italy and at varions
points in Egypt. Each member of the Offi-
cial Board of the Butler Street Churah and
each male teacher of the Bunday school will
receive one of these canes as a gift. Mr,
Pearce also brought about 50 paper knives
and napkin rings made of the tame olives
abont Jerusalem for the lady teachers of his
Sabbath school. Even the punils of the
school were remembered by the Dactor. He
had made for them, by band, 800 flower
eards in the convents around Jerusalem,
Tne nuns made them from flowers, some of
which came trom the Garden of Geth-
semenn.

Beside all these things, Rev., Mr. Pearce
brought rélies of all sorts for many of his
friends; a ehoice collection of alabaster and
other curious stooes; and probably 200 or
300 very fine, large photographic views.

SELECTING THE HOISES.

Dr. Pearce says the most difficult part ol
the whole tour, trying alike on health and
patience, was the Byrian trip. “Yet, with
all its hardships,”" he adds, I would not
bave missed 1t, It was most eajovable, the
life gnite adventuresome. rom those
mountsins you get some of the grandest
views imaginable,"” The doctor continned:

At Jaffa, on the Mediterranean, where we
commenced our Palestine tour, we selected the
horses that wers to bear us from place to place,
We were confronted by 150 horses, from which
to select 50, We could select them ourselves,
or have our guide, or dragoman, select thew for
ns, Moat of the party had the dragoman to
make the selections, but some of us who
thought we knew lonu:hlnﬁ about horses
made the choice onrselves, and in every case
we were well suited. 1he animal I took proved
to be very flest and trustworthy, These Ara-
blan horses are all trained for the work, and
while wild and speedy. are generally safe.
